Three Hundred East St. Louisans 
Thrown Out of Employment. 


COL. MEYSENBURG SAYS THE MILL WILL

The Less em the Building Is Pat at 
$10,000 and the Machinery Is Dam- 
aged Abeut §50,000—Hew the Fire 
Started—East Side Department Does 
Geod Work. 


Fire destroyed the old portion of the Tudor 
iron works in East St. Louis. The original 
building, in whieh were the dar mill, pud- 
dle mili, guide mill and ma- 
chime shop, was burned to the 
ground. Between 250 and 300 men were at 
work inthe plant which was in full opera- 
tion, when the fire started, about 8:30 a. m. 
Just what caused the fire is not Known, but it 
started above a rotary fan in the ma- 
chine shop, According to the statements 
of the men who were at work in the shop at 
the time, there was a sudden flash of light 
from the fan and a sheet of fame 
shot up to the roof, which was 
ablaze in an instant.

STORM DRIVEN 


Three St. Louis Aeronauts Have a 
Thrilling Experience. 


Narrow Escape From Being Dumped 
Out at a Height of 14,000 Feet. 


o. 1. SHERMAN, ONE or THE fRI0, 
SPRAINS BOTH ANELES IN LANDING. 


A Hotel Keeper to Whem He Applied ter 
Assistance Refused Aid om the Greund 
That He Was Served Right ter Mis 
Feelishness—Sherman’s Story ef the 


Veyage. 


The three men who went up in the balloon 
frem the Fair Grounds Sunday atternoon had 
a thrilling experience and one they will 
never forget. They are now back in the city. 
One of them is laid up with two sprained 


‘ankles, a second suffered a severe abrasion 


of the Enee and all received a tborough 
shaking up in landing. But the most thriil- 
ing of their adventures was their experience 
in the midst of a tegrible wind and rain 
storm when about 14,000 feet above the 
earth. 

The three men who made the daring ascent 
were Sam Baldwin, the aeronaut; C. IL. 
Sherman, one of the proprietors of the cap- 
tive balloon which was one of the attractions 
at the fair, and John W. Brandon of the 
Brandon Manufacturing Co. of this city. Mr. 
Sherman tells this stery of the trip: 

SHERMAR’S STORY OF THE TRIPS 

**Ihad been thinking all summer that I'd 
like to make a good, long trip, and I said to 
Baldwin Saturday afternoon: ‘Sam, I’m 
sorry you're going home to-morrow, as I'd 
like to take a ride with you.’ ‘Ifyou say 
you'll go,’ he replied, I'll stay over.’ 
Brandon was standing by and said he'd like 
to go, too. I laughed at him, but he said he 
meant it, and so then and there we drew up 
a contract with Baldwia to pay the 
expense of the trip, about 38200, and 


agreed that if either of us failed to go he 
should pay all the expenses. But neither 


wind which, up to that time, had taken us 
in one direction, veered round and began 
blowing uss back. I should say we came 
back some fifteen miles toward St. Louis. 5 

As we neared the earth and got ready to 
make a landing we saw that we were headed 
for a big piece of woods, Bald- 
win said if we lighted in this it would tear the 
balloon all to pleces, but would 
let us down easy. Wetold him we'd rather 
take our chances on an open field. he let 
us sail over the woods and then pulled the 
valve wide open. In order to clear the woods 
we threw out the offly bag of ballast we had. 
As we came close to land my head in som 
way got fangled up in the coréa — 
couldn't get loose. Just then sam called out 
for us to brace ourselves, that we were going

With the addition of Meekin and Farrell. pur- 
chased fromthe Washington club for $7,500, 
the New York team became a factor in the 
pennant race and the cranks flocked to the 
Polo Grounds in such crowds thatthe New

A council of Baptist ministers meet at 8 p.

COMPRESSED COTTON. 


A New Preeess Whieh Greatly Fein- 
tates Transpertation. 


Amongithe freight brought in by the Katy’s 
fast fretght train whieh arrives in st. Lo 
at8:30 a. m., wasa car of cotton, It was 
from Waco, Tex., and u destined for the 
cotton milisjof Boston. The car is a record 
breaker in the number of bales and the 


weight it carries. , 

The eotton is compressed in cylindrica 
bales, averaging 6 inches in length and 1 in 
diameter, and weighing thirty-one pounds 
to the cubic foot in density. he method of 
compressing employed is a radical departure 
from that employed heretofore, and its in- 
troduction from all accounts will save mil 
lions of dollars in the cost of labor for the 
pianters of the South, the manufacturers of 
the North, and to the railroads who carry 
the raw material. 

In the old compress a great number of 
Dales were compressed at one time, neces- 
sitating enormous pressure. in the new 
process the cotton is compressed as it 18 
wginned. It is run out on a spiacie and put 
up much after the fashion of a bolt of 
cioth wound on a cylinder. The new 
compress instead of having to compress the 
whoie Dale at once compresses only a few 
square inches at a time. All the air is 
pressed out ofthe cotton, and it presents a 
surtace as hard board when in the Dale.

PREFER THE PEN. 


Why Criminals Would Rather Go There 
Than to the Work-House. 


While being subjected to a recent examina- 
tion by Chief ot Detectives Desmond, Charles 
Willis, the young negro, who is charged with 
having committed numerous burglaries in 
the city, made the rather astonishing state- 
ment, that in case he is convicted, he would 
much prefer a sentence of two years in the 
penitentiary to oneof nine months in the 
Work-house. 
Willis is dy no means the only crimiszal who 
has expressed a similar sentiment regard- 
ing these two penal institutions, He 
says that during his career as 


a police officer he has heard anumber of 
prisoners express decided preference for 
the penitentiary in mparison to the work - 
house, claiming to de willing to serve a 
longer term it the age would sentence 
them to the former! stitution. 

I haveeven known instances, continued 
Chief Desmond. wuere prisoners who, 
having committed several crimes and being 
convicted on some minor charge and sent to 
the work- house for a few months, have sent 
for me and confessed to much graver crimes 
than the ones upon which they were con- 
victed, in order that they might be taken 
from the work-house and sent to the peni- 
tentiary for a much longer period. 

In ascribing the reason for such a decided 
N between the two institutions the 

hiet said that he supposed it was due to the 
fact that better care is taken of the prison- 
ers in the Penitentiary than those in the 
Work-house, their quarters being 
comfortable and the work required of them 
not as arduous. In the Work-hbouse the 
majority of the able-bodied prigoners 
required to work inthe quarries, doing all 
sorts Of rough, heavy work, and being ex- 
posad to all kinds pf weather. In the Peai- 
tentiary the work is much easier, the 
victs, for the most part, are required 
work at some trade and are protected dure 
ing stormy weather. 

There is not mueh choice between the food 
provided at either place. As regards disci- 
pline, Chief da said that the system in 
foree at the penitentiary is the most rigor- 


ous.

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PUNISH THE PERJURESS. 


In view of the statement of the July 
Grand-jury with reference to the difficulty 
of securing indictments against wrong- 
doers on account of wholesale perjury the 
law cited by Judge Edmunds to the new 
Grand-jury in his instructions yesterday 
assumes great importance. 

This law was specially framed for the 
punishment of perjurers. It provides an 
exception under the oath of secrecy and 
enables the court to compel grand-jurors 
to disclose testimony given in the grand- 
jury room for the purpose of proving per- 
jury. Itopens the way for the present 
Grand-jury to investigate the justice-de- 
feating conduct of witnesses complained 
of by its predecessor and to bring the of- 
fenders to punishment. 

The duty of investigating the conditions 
which hampered the last Grand-jury in its 
work is imperative. It is idle to attempt 
investigation of, law-breaking if perjured 
testimony may be commanded by influ- 
ential law-breakers with impunity to the 
perjurers. The Criminal Court must 
demonstrate its power to punish false 
swearers or its usefulness is at an end. 
Between official misconduct and the safe 
perjury of witnesses powerful wrong doers 
may defy law and justice.

That body was expressly forbidden by the 
Constitution to pass any local or special 
law regulating the affairs of counties, 
cities, townships, wards or school dis- 
tricts, or any law authorizing the laying 
out, opening, altering or maintaining 
roads, highways, streets or alleys. 

Control over her streets and alleys was 
vested in St. Louis, with the right to 
make and amend ber own charter. The 
constitutional way of amending our city 
charter is by the submission of amend- 
ments to the qualified voters of St. Louis 
and the adoption cf such amendments by 
the consent of three-fifths of those voting 
at the election. 

Any new regulation in regard to the 
opening and construction of streets that 
cannot have the consent of three-fifths of 
the voters of St. Louis is one which ought 
not to be imposed on them by any 
legislative authority whatever, and 
any appeal to an outside 
power for such a regulation is simply an 
attempt to evade the Constitution, to take

The elevator men are behind the proposi- 
tion. If passed it will enable them to sell 
soft wheat to the millers and deliver the | 
hard ifit may be ofadvantagetothem.

OF course 
it could be bougut and then sold against the 
soft wheatas No.8 now is, but on a large 
scale it is considered too risky. And so along 
these lines the argument will wax watm,and 
finally be settied at the election. 

K. 0. stanard of the Stanard Milling Co.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 9.—The naval 
ordnance officers have just completed at the 
navy yard here ano 8-inch steel rifie of the 
Hursttype, which will be tested at Indian | 
Head inashorttime. The gun itself is on 
the lines of a regular 10-inch rifie, but owing 
to a peculiar construction of the breeeh and 
of the shell asd cartridge extraordinary 
claims are put forward forit.. The cartridge 
case compriges a tube within a tube, and 
into these the baseof the projectile, prop- 
eriy recessed, fits suugly.
